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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 

U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 10/724,3 17, filed 
on 11/26/03. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on 4/14/10. These drawings are not acceptable. 

Specification 

3. The amendment filed 4/14/10 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: the unfiltered picture for each picture is outputted and the 
pictures following the specified picture. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
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evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S. C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S. C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S. C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 26-28 and 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's admitted prior art (AAPA) in view of Kiyoshi et al (JP 63-199589) for the same 
reasons as set forth in Section 5 of the last office action, dated 12/15/09. 

7. With respect to the newly added limitations, applicant is required to cancel the new 
matter in the reply to this Office Action. However, even if applicant asserts no new matter is 
added, Kiyoshi et al still meets the claims in their broadest reasonable sense in that the selector 3 
selects which one of the decoded picture before the filtering 5 and the filtered picture after the 
filtering 1 is outputted. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 4/14/10 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to Applicant's argument that Kiyoshi et al includes additional 
structure for calculating the magnitude of the motion vector that is not required by Applicant's 
invention, it must be noted that Kiyoshi et al discloses the invention as claimed. The fact that it 
discloses additional structure not claimed is irrelevant.
